Through action taken by the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor in session 
yesterday morning organized labor 
practically placed itself on record as 
being unalterably opposed to the arm- 
ing of the nations of the world for 
warfare, and favored rather the set- 
tlement of all international differ- | 


,ences by peaceful methods, 


The action of organized labor on 
this question was not direct. It was 
merely the intimation of the prevail- 
ing sentiment as indicated by action 
on a resolution which the Federation 
had before it. 

The resolution in question provided 
that the executive coungil should be 
instructed to use its influence to in- | 
duce the United States government to 
have all its battleships buiit in the: 
United States navy yards under the 
eight-hour per day law, rather than 
to have them constructed by private 
shipvuliders under lounger hvuurs,

Prot That Macon’s Offer 


lanta Delegates Will Make 
Tentative Offer of Removal 
to Atlanta -- New Arrivals 
Swell Attendance. 


By Rev. Graham Forrester. 

Rome, Ga. November 22.—(Special.) 
Rome has captured the Georgia Baptist 
Convention and the *convention has 
captured Rome. 

The greatest interest manifested by 
messengers and people is in th@ ques- 
tlon of the removal of Mercer Uni- 
versity. The special committee to 
which this matter was referred by the 
last convention, has furmulated a re- 
port recommending that the proposi- 
‘tion of Macon be accepted and that all 
agitation of the removal question be 
ended. Macon’s proposition is to give 


the university 265 acres of land close’ 


by the present grounds of the insti- 
tution, to belong to Mercer as long as 
used for college purposes, and upon 
the end of such use to revert back to 
the city. 

Under the order given as at present 
outlined this matter will come up to- 
morrow night. However, an effort will 
likely be made by those interested to 
secure an earlier consideration. 

It is reported that some of the rep- 
resentatives from Atlanta will submit 
a tentative proposition to the conven- 
‘tion lookigg to removal to Atlanta. 
Just what this offer will contain is 
not known, but it is whispered that 
it will be one very attractive to the 
‘convention. The details are not an- 
nounced for the reason that the offer 
is being made on the initiation of 
those who will act without having had 
‘any formal meeting or consultation 
with Atlanta or Atlanta Baptists re- 
garding the matter. 

New Delegates Arrive. 

The attendance upon the convention 
this morning was larger than that of 
yesterday and the new arrivals are 
coming on almost every train. This 
morning’s session of the convention 
immediately following the devotional 
exercises, was taken up with the report 
The committe on co- 
operation has become one of the most 


important of the convention. The 
function of this committee is to out- 
line and submit to the convention for 
its endorsement, plans for systematic 
effort in all departments of the work. 
The report was presented by Dr. H. R. 
Bernard, the auditor of the Board of 
Missions and secretary of the commit- 
tee on co-operation. The discussion of 
the report by Dr. Bernard was lis- 
tened to by the convention with great 
interest, and the: growing impression 
is tnat the work of the committee is 
welding together the Brotherhood of 
Georgia Baptists into one solid phalanx 
in the matter of systematic benevo- 


lence, 

Following the report came a great 
rally for foreign missions led by Dr, J, 
J. Willingham, the secretary of the 
foreign mission board of the Southern 
convention. Speeches were 
made by Rev. Gilbert Dobbs, of Com- 
merce, and Emmett Stevens, I. L. Mor- 
gan and J. W. Shepherd, returned mis- 
sionary from the foreign field, followed 
by Dr. Willingham. The interest was 
tense and enthusiasm rose to a percep- 
tible degree. When Dr. Willingham 
had completed his splendid appeal for 
the great work of the evangelization 
of the world, volunteers were called 
upon to make remarks of few minutes 
lengtn Many responded and pledged 
loralty to the work of the foreign 
beare and to the cause of the crucified 
Christ. Among these were W. W. 
Brooks, of Rome. Alread Mr. Brooks 
is giving $5,000 a year to missions, 
which he has agreed to continue for a 


term of years. 
Session Held at Shorter. 

On Tuesday afternoon the convention 
held its session in the new chapel of 
Greater Shorter College. The hundreds 
of aelegates to the convention attend- 
ed in a body and as they reached the 
‘summit of the hill upon which the col- 
lege is located exclamations of sur- 
prise and delight were heard of the 
beautifyl view and splendid plant of 
Shorter The subject of the session 
vas the report of the education Board 
and the discussion was participated in 
by Dr. G A. Nunnally, secretary of the 
Loard; Dr. John E. White, of Atlanta;

PARDON TO A NEGRO 


Gov. John M. Slaton issued his first 
pardon Wednesday morning. 

The case was that of Lee Howell, 
alias Lee Harwell, who was convicted 
of wrecking a train near Monticello, 
Jasper county, and sentenced to serve 
ten years in the penitentiary. Howell 
was convicted on circumstantial evi- 
dence. A broken switch lock was 
found under his house in Macon and 
this led to his being suspected. Later, 
a switch lock was found in some weeds 
near the scene of the wreck. 

The jury that convicted him and the 
judge who sentenced him afterward 
said they did not think Howell guilty. 
The attorney who pressed his case be- 
fore the prison commission did so vol- 
untarily In issuing the pardon, Gov- 
ernor Slaton said: 

“The prime purpose of the pardoning 
power is to prevent injustice where the 
discovery of new evidence shows that 
the innocent have been convicted.” He 
then went on to state that the negro 
was without friends or money.

Denver, Col., November 22.——-The only 
| Witness of the shooting of Charleg A. 
Patterson. for whose murder his wife. 
| Gertrude Gibson Patterson is now on 
trial before Judge Allen in the district 
court, was placed on the stand today. 
He is A. B. Shugart, whose home is 
near the spot where Patterson was 
killed. 

On the morning of September 25, he 
testified he was stepping from a shed! 
in the rear of his home when he heard | 
two shots fired. Looking up, he saw, 
three hundred feet away, a Man upon 
his hands and knees and a woman, re- 
(volver in hand, standing over him. 

“I shouted to her to stop,” said Shu- 

gart, “and immediately she shot again. 
The man lurched forward 6n his face 
land stiffenea out. Running around -the 
house, I saw the woman stooping over 
the prostrate form. As I apprvached, , 
she ran into the house in frunt of 
where the shooting had occurred, 

“When I reached the man, he was 
still gasping. I turneg him over and 

asked who he was and what had hap- 
pened, but he was beyond speech.’ 

“When you turned the man over, did 
you fing anything,” asked Special Pros.- 
ecutor Horace G. Benson. 

“I found a revolver,” Shugart replied. 

The witness identified the revolver. 
He then described how he foliowed Mra. 
Patterson into the house she entered 
and found her in a chair, apparently 
in a faint. When he unbuttoned her 
jacket to search her for a weapon, she 
opened her eyes and looked at him. 


was,” declared the witness, 
answered: ‘He is my husband and he 
wronged me!’”’ 

When he sought other information, 
Shugart declared, she refused to talk. 

George G. Strain told the jury of 
events at Mrs. Patterson's bungalow on 
the Saturday night preceding the 
shooting. He had ben in the habit of 
visiting at Mrs. Patterson’s home, he 
said. He admitted that he went armed 
on this occasion, Lecause Mrs. Patter- 
son had warned him of her husband's 
violent temper. 

Patterson and a friend appeared at 
the house unexpectedly, yhe-said, and 
Mrs. Patterson hurriedly went into 
the house. Patterson ordered him 
from the premises in a threatening 
manner, the witness said, and he drew 
a pistol and marched Patterson and 
his friend off at the point of the re- 
volver. 

Strain said Mrs. Patterson ran after 
her husbana, and they went away to- 
gether, 

After hr return she upbraided him 
for jeopardizing the chances of success 
in her divorce action, the witness said. 
As he was leaving, Strain said, Mrs. 
Patterson asked: him to leave his re- 
volver and he complied. Strain identi- 
fied the weapon with which Patterson 
was killed as the one ne had left with 
Mrs. Patterson. 

Witnesses were introduced in an at- 
tempt to show that Mrs. Patterson had 
called her husband on the telephone at 
the sinitarium on the morning that 
the killing took place and that he had 
anewered “1 don’t ever want to see 
you egain.” 

It was also testified that she had 
waited at a spot near where the shoot- 
ing occurrec and that when Patterson 
saw her he started to run away. Later 
they walked off tugether.
